APPLICANT'S INVENTION 

2. Applicant's invention is directed to macrocytic chelants that are useful as 
metallopharmaceuticals. The compounds and uses thereof have the limitations as set forth in 
independent claims 1, 5, 9, 13, 17, and 21.
